HE amount of free beef distributed in 
Dublin Jjast week was 25,793lbs., 
according to the returns submitted by 

the Relief Supervisors to the Dublin Board 
of Assistance at its meeting at the Dublin 
Union offices yesterday. 

The Relief Supervisors also reported that 
6,503 cases had been relieved last week at a 
cost of £2,957 14s. 6d. This showed a de- 
crease on the figures for the previous week of 
34 cases and a reduction in expenditure of 
£23 4s. In the corresponding week last year 
there were 2,583 cases and a greater expendi- 
ture of £2,515 14s.

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VEGETABLES FOR 
CANNING 


AN INDUSTRY FOR SMALL 


FARMS 


UCCESSFUL experiments in the growing 
S of vegetables for pickling and canning 
were carried out by the Dublin County 
Committee of Agriculture last year. A 
foundation is thus being laid for a new in- 
dustry suitable for farmers and market 
gardeners. 
In the Committee’s report on the subject, it 
is stated that up to a distance of about 20 
miles from the factory it is a practical pro- 
position to grow the more perishable crops, 
as they must be dealt with the same day as 
harvested. With some crops, however, a 
greater distance is permissable. These crops 


are best adapted for small farms, where the 
‘soil is suitable and where family labour is 


available. Before starting operations, growers 
must enter into a contract with the factory. 
There is thus no uncertainty about marketing 
if the crop is right. 


Pickling Onions 


Onions were sown in lines one foot apart, 
the lines being taken out with a hoe, which 
left a scribe about four inches wide. The 
seed was evenly sown im these lines at. the 
rate of one otince to 90 feet of drill, or 25lb. 
per statute acre. 

Sowings were made on 7th April, 8th, 9th 
and 24th May. When the onions began to 
swell in early July they were moulded-up to 
keep the bulbs white. i’ 

When about 50 per cent. of the onions had 
reached a diameter of five-eighths of an inch, 
cases of brine were delivered to the ‘grower 
by the factory, and into these the onions were 
thrown, after being weighed and cleaned. 
The cleaning was done in farm, buildings on 
days not suited for outdoor work, | 
he first lot was ‘lifted on ‘July; and 
harvesting was completed before the end of 
August.

onions. These were set out in prepared 
trenches in the second week of July, and were 
sold in December at a good price. 

Of ‘celery raised from seed, and planted out 
during the last fortnight of June, the variety, 
Golden Self-Blanching, proved to be best 
suited for canning. Violet de Tours was 
easily the most vigorous grower, but it never 
blanched as well as the other varieties, and 
the greater part of it was used for making 


soup. 

The total area planted was 700 square yards, 
the plants being planted eight inches square 
in beds about four feet wide, There were 
528 bunches of one dozen each, making 
a total weight of 37 cwt. 2 gqrs. 24lb., 
sent to the factory during the first week in 
November. The price realised was £59 12s. 


Spinach and Peas 


Spinach was sown at the rate of 27lb. to 
the statute acre in. April. In all cases the 
crops were sent to the factory within nine 
weeks of sowing, the plots being cleared in 
one picking. The factory favours plants 
which weigh about 25 to the Ib. The average 
yield per statute acre was 70 cwt., and the 
price paid to the grower was 17s. per cwt. 
From 10 cwt. of shallots seed a crop of 
58 cwt. 1 qt. 4b. was obtained, and the 
price realised was £17 138, 2d. The yield 
equals 293 cwt. per statute acre. 

Ten statute acres of peas for the canning 
factory were grown in County Dublin last 
year. The crop is sent to the factory in 
40lb. bags on the evening of the day it is 
pulled. A yield of from to 250 bags per 
statute acre may be expected, and each 
picker may fill about six bags per day. 


Where family labour is available for picking 


purposes, or where pickers can be obtained 
at a reasonable wage, canning peas should be 
a profitable crop to grow. 

On farms where cabbage is grown for 
market York forms a good . succession to 
canning peas.

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|CROP YIELDS INCREASED 


BY FERTILISERS 
aimh ans 
URING the past year a number of 
D experiments have been carried out cn 
sugar beet, mangolds, potatoes and 
seed hay with a view to measuring the extent 
of the increases to be expected in Ireland 
from the use of fertilisers, and to give some 
indication of the dressings which may usuaily 
be applied in practice. 


Sugar-Beet 


Seven experiments, each of nine plots 1-40th 
of an acre in extent, were conducted on sugar 
beet ; in every case the trial area received a 
preliminary dressing of 15 tons of farmyard 
manure per statute acre. In each experi- 
ment three plots received no fertiliser of any 
kind other than farmyard manure, three were 
given 10 cwt per acre of a 24-4 mixture 
and three 5 cwt. per acre of a Concentrated 
complete fertiliser analysing nitrogen 8 per 
cent., total phosphates 21.5 per cent and 
potash 16 per cent. The average result for 
the sever experiments showed an increase cf 
23 tons of washed beet per acre in favour of 
the manured plots; those receiving the con- 
centrated fertiliser being slightly better than 
the plots dressed with the 2-4-4 mixture. In- 
dividua! results were in some cases surprising. 
At Farragher, Co. Roscommon, the plots 
without fertiliser yielded only 5 tons per 
acre. The yield increased to 13} tons per 
acre on the addition of 5 cwt. of concen- 
trated complete fertiliser. At Mallow the 
unmanured plots returned 12 tons of washed 
beet to the acre, but here the concentrated 
complete fertiliser plots yielded over 15 tons. 
At Mountbellew, Co. Galway, the unmanured 
plots gave the highest return in the series— 
namely, 163 tons, but here the concentrated 
complete fertiliser plots yielded 184 tons. 


Mangolds 


Only ore trial was completed on mangolds 
at Molill, Co. Leitrim. The same nine plot 
layout’ was adopted, and the basal dressing 
of farmyard manure consisted of 30 tons to 
the statute acre.

ar trials on potatoes were arranged, all 
on the nine-plot system.

In one or two cases 
sprouted seed was used. The average gain 
in yield between manured and unmanured 
plots throughout the trial was almost. á tons 
per acre, and in nearly every case ‘the best 
increases were obtained by using from.3 to 
Gcwt. per acre of the concentrated complete 
fertiliser In Co. Louth and Co on 
yields of over 20 tons per acre were obtained 
with this fertiliser, and throughout’ the series 
tonnages of 15 to 17 were frequently obtained. 


Seeds Hay 


Three trials were laid out in Co. Monaghan 
on hay which was being grown for grass seed. 
The nine-plot layout was adopted as usual. 

At Glasslough 2 cwt. per acre of nitro- 
chalk gave a yield of 45 cwt. of hay and 1 
cwt. of seed per acre, whereas the unmatur 
portion of the trial returned only 333 cwt. 
of hay and 7} cwt. of seed. At the other 
two centres in the county somewhat lower 
yields were obtained, but on one of them, 
with a dressing of 3 cwt. per acre of NP 
(ammonium phosphate) fertiliser. a yield of 
84 owt. of seed per acre was obtained and 
no less than. 523 cwt. of hay i 

The above experiments. are but a few-exact 


very large number of trials and. demonstra. 
tions carried out in the Free State. and 
Northern Ireland every year. © They show 
very clearly how weil fertilisers can. Yepay 
the Irish farmer, particularly in the present 
economic conditions. It seems likely that the 
quantity of fertiliser available for distribu. 
tion, ore of the concentrated com- 
lete fertiliser, which nas proved so success- 
ful under Irish conditions, may be curtailed 
by the quota system; and it would be well, 
therefore, for all growers to make up their 
fertiliser programmes at the earliest possible 
moment,

Rickets in Pigs | á 


A characteristic example of a food defi 
ency causing disorder is the production of the 
condition known as rickets through the 
omission of a particular vitamin from 
diet.

and is not unknown among young stall fed 
cattle. Affected chicks display symptoms 
from the age of three weeks onwards, 
evidence of the disorder appears in pigs be- 
tween the second and fifth month, while in 
the case of calves che condities, when if 
occurs, usually becomes evident at about the 
age of*the first year. 

In severe cases the limbs become weak. 
and, owing to their soft condition, bend 
under the weight of the body. The affected 
animal is unthrifty, and there are various

In mild cases, 
perhaps, the only symptom is stiffness of gait, 
and in very many instances the dietary de- 
ficiency, while interfering with the normal 
progress of the animal, may not be sufficiently 
severe to become evident externally.

There are many advantages of the so- 
called “ cake method ” of mixing muffins 
in which shortening and sugar are creamed 
together and the egg, bran, milk and sifted 
dry ingredients added in order. This 
assures thorough blending of ingredients 
without much stirring after the flour is 
added. Excessive stirring after the flour 
has been added causes tunnels and holes in 
the muffins. The “ cake method ” saves 
dishes, too, because all the mixing can be 
done in one bowl. 


IMPORTANT 


It is important to let the bran soak in 
the liquids until most of the moisture is 
taken up. Prepared bran has been seasoned 
with malt, sugar. and salt. Soaking re- 
leases this seasoning and gives the muffins 
a richer flavour. 
Prepared bran, too, has been cooked, 
presece into shape and toasted, Soaking 
reaks it down into a thoroughly cooked 
mass Which swells and becomes fluffy. 
This fluffiness helps to make a light, 
even-textured muffin. It looks very much 
like a muffin made from whole wheat flour 
—and that is really what it is, because 
when we add bran to white flour, we are 
putting back the part of the wheat removed

TO THR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The axe leis fallen, and the long- 
threatened shortage has come to pass. The 
blame is being laid on the shoulders of the 
citizens, charging them with wilful waste of 
water as being the.ceuse. Let the citizens 
understand that this order is not, temporary, 
but must continue for years, as ES has 
been done to provide an ample supply of 
water, although for the past twenty years it 
was evident that the shortage was inevitable, 
owing to t!.e growing increase of the popula- 
tion and the continual building of houses, 
factories, etc.; but no provision to meet the 
demand was attempted. 

We know there is plenty of water in 
Roundwood, but are told it cannot be con- 
veyed to Stillorgan—what a _ confession ! 
Being more or less responsible for the finish- 
ing of the auxiliary reservoir at Roundwood, 
being Chairman of the» Waterworks Com- 
mittee at the time, I suggested that it was 
time to lay a second’ pipe line, but the same 
objection was raised as now—that it would 
be unnecessary and costly. .

» SOUNDING THE PARTIES

There was considerable aetivity in con- 
nection with the dispute yesterday, and 
much useful work was done towards 
bringifg the deadlock to an end. 

The discussions and sounding of 
parties during the last few days cul- 
minated in a proposal being brought to 
the Joint Strike Committee last might by 
the Dublin Trades Union Council repre- 
sentatives, who have been dealing with 
the dispute since it began. 


DEPARTMENT’S LETTER 


The following is a copy of the letter, 
dated April 17, which was sent to Mr. 
P. T. Daly, Secretary of the Trades Union 
Council, from Mr. J. Leydon, Secretary 
of the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce :'— 

‘‘T am directed by the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce to transmit here- 
with proposals for the settlement of the 
dispute between the Dublin United Tram- 
ways Company (1896), Litd., and its 
workmen. 

“In considering these proposals it 
should be borne in mind that the com- 
pany has already offered to accept arbi- 
tration on the men’s claims, and to make 
retrospective to the date of resumption 
any increases in wages resulting from 
negotiations or arbitration.”’ 


THE PROPOSALS 


It is proposed that work should be ré- 
sumed on the following basis :— 
(A) Men to resume work on the follow- 
ing terms :— 
1. Bus Drivers. 
(a) Existing wage of 63/3 to be raised 
65/ 7 


(b) Existing wage of 66/6 to be raised 
to 68/ 


ke . : 
(c) Existing wage of 68/5 to be raised 
to 70/-. 

2. Bus Conductors. 

Existing wages to be increased to the 
following rates :— 
(a) First year of employment, 30/-. 

" (b) Second year of employment, 35/-. 
(c) Third year of employment, 41/6. 

, (4) Fourth year of employment, 47/6. 

All conductors now in the employment 
of the Company at 30/- per week to 
receive 32/6 forthwith. 

The Company to negotiate a ‘bus agree- 
ment with the two Unions on the 
understanding that the conditions of 
employment (but not wages) for ‘bus 
conductors and ’bus drivers will be 
similar to those of tram drivers and 
tram conductors. 

3. Washers and Greasers in ’Bus Dépéts. 

An increase of 7/6 per week, provided 
that such increase does not bring the 
wages of any man affected above 52/6 

or week, 

4. Garage Staffs. 

The agreement dated 26th July, 1934, 
to be applied to the entire garage 
mechanical staffs. 

5. Partial Restoration of Cuts. 

The reduction in 1928 and 1929 for all 
urades to be restored to the extent of 
2/6 per week. 

(B) On the resumption of work not less 
than-500 ’bus drivers to be employed for 
six days per week, the remaining drivers 
(160) to be paid at the rate of ep a 
day, with a guaranteed minimum of 50/- 
per week.

XTRAORDINARY scenes occurred in 

West and-North-West London yester- 
day as a result of an explosion in an 
electric junction box at Wells street, 
Marylebone place, which caused damage 
to cables. anholes were blown up, there 
were minor outbreaks of fire, and shops 
were without lights for several hours. 

Sixty workgirls were hurried from a 
gown manufacturer’s premises following 
an explosion in the basement. 

Pedestrians had narrow escapes from 
explosions in the streets; lifts in ware- 
houses were stopped half-way up, several 
rescues being made by firemen and police, 
and there were innumerable traffic jams. 
A wide area was affected. 


18 FIRE ENGINES OUT 


Two women and a newspaper boy were 
flu from their feet when a_ concrete 
manhole blew up in Oxford street, and 
eighteen fire engines and a special squad 
of police were called to deal with fires at 
blown-up distributing boxes.

_ The newspaper boy said: “I was stand- 
ing several yards away from the manhole, 
but the force of the explosion blew -me off 
my feet. My placards and papers. were 
damaged by the filth which came out of 
the hole. There was a flash of flame, and 
my pal, who saw me scramble to my feet, 
thought I was alight. The women were 
practically standing on the manhole, and 
one of them fell, with one leg down the 
opening. Shoppers near by ran for their 
lives into shop doorways.”’ 


GIRLS RUSH FROM SHOP 


The manageress of Usher and Collins, 
Ltd., in Henrietta street, from whose 
premises the sixty girls were hurried, 
following a basement explosion, said: 
“ While we were all busy this afternoon 
there was suddenly a loud explosion in the 
basement. There were about sixty girls 
working upstairs, and I told them to Jeave 
the premises as a precautionary measure. 

“ Their hats soak coats were in the base- 
ment, and the girls did not wait to get 
|them. A fire engine came from the City, 
as I understand that all the other engines 
in stations nearer to us were dealing with 
other explosions. 

‘ Our elderly. housekeeper—a woman— 
was in the basement at the time of the ex- 
plosion, but though very frightened’ she 
was not hurt. She came out screaming.”’ 


SHOPS WITHOUT LIGHT 


Blocks of shops and buildings in one 
part of the affected area were without light 
for several hours. At first flames were 
seen shooting through a grating. on the 
street level, and one by one mains fused 
in different buildings. 

Two fire engines were summoned to deal 
with a fire in a fuse box in the pavement 
outside St. John’s Wood Metropolitan 
Railway Station. 

The noise of the explosion was heard at 
Lord’s Cricket Ground while the South 
African cricketers were practising at the 
nets, but caused no alarm. 


CINEMAS AFFECTED 


A reporter was informed at the offices 
of the Marylebone Electricity Department 
that every available engineer was working 
to rectify the breakdown. ‘‘ How exten- 
sive the trouble is we do not know,” it 
was stated ; '' but we believe it was pretty 
general. Both light and power supplies 
are affected. One or two manhole covers 
have been blown off.”

FEIC be ¥en and German anger 
may be said to epitomise the reception 
in Paris and Berlin respectively of the 
verdict in the ‘‘trial’’ of Germany at 
Geneva (says Reuter). 

A very grave view, indeed, is taken in 
Berlin of the Geneva resolution, and it was 
suggested last night that the possibility of 
Germany returning to the League now 
seems remote. . 

Unless some dramatic decision is taken 
in the meantime it seems likely that a de- 
cision on German coursé will not be taken 
before Saturday, when Herr Hitler returns 
from the South of Germany to Berlin for 
his birthday. 

In Paris “ the explosion of anger ' re- 
ported from Berlin and from German 
quarters in Geneva are interpreted as 
showing that the rapier thrust, guided by 
the triple hand of Britain, France and 
Italy, has struck home. 

A Berlin telegram says that some 
quarters there regard the Geneva resolu- 
tion as a spanner thrown into the cog- 
wheels of European diplomacy, just at a 
moment when there seems a possibility of 
making the machine run smoothly. 

One official commentator said to Reuter: 
‘* France has cut the threads of European 
negotiations just as she did at Geneva 
belies, when M. Barthou made his famous 
speech which led to Germany leaving the 
League. It is a grave question whether 
further negotiations can be assisted by this 
resolution.” 

Yesterday's work in Geneva is definitely 
regarded in Berlin as being likely to pro- 
long the state of tension in Europe. It is 
considered that once again the League of 
Nations has been used merely as an instru- 
ment of French policy. 

There is no doubt that especial reproach 
is felt to attach to the support given to 
the resolution by Sir John Simon. Some 
juarters feel rather ad gt that Sir 
ja after coming to Berlin as an impar- 
tial negotiator and a guest, and after dis- 
cussing matters frankly and fully with 
Herr Hitler, should now suddenly assume 
the mantle of a judge and condemn Ger- 
many for matters which, it had been 
imagined, had apparently been settled 
during his talks with Herr Hitler. 

Everyone is speculating what Germany's 
reaction will be. 

One possibility which was being spoken 
of is that a plebiscite might be held which 
would show “the outside world German 
unity on the questions raised at Geneva.

In that case the Powers, headed by 
France and Italy, and backed morally by 
Britain; will push on with the defensive 
organisation of peace in their own way.

The proceedings of the Council closed 
with a very sympathetic reference by 
Sefior Madariaga, the Spanish delegate, 
to the excellent work done by the 
Ministers of the United Kindgom on their 
tour of exploration and good-will in 
Europe, and he begged Sir John Simon 
to transmit te his brilliant colleague— 
Mr. Eden—** our sympathy for the fact 
that he is suffering in his health as a re- 
sult of his strenuous efforts to ensure the 
peace of the world.”’ 

Sir John Simon: ‘I will transmit 

your message to him with pleasure.” 
Sir John Simon left to-night for Lon- 
via Paris. 
The lessun to be learnt from the dis- 
cussions in the Council, following so soon 
after Stresa, is the reality of the Anglo- 
Franco-Italian agreement, and the. tre- 
mendous weight this united front carries. 
The ‘fact that only Denmark, for very 
special reasons, abstained from voting is 
regarded in Geneva as a triumph for the 
policy so successfully inaugurated at 
Stresa. It is also looked upon as a 
lesson, and, at the same time, a warning, 
to Germany. 


INFLUENCE ON POLAND 


It has had a great influence upon 
Poland,’ of which the result will become 
more manifest as time progresses. 

One of the unexpected  sidelights 
emerging from to-day’s proceedings was 
the fact that the understanding ‘between 
France and the U.S.S.R. is not. nearly 
sv complete or comprehensive as has been 
suggested. This was demonstrated 
clearly when M. Litvinoff submitted his 
amendment to the resolution asking for 
the condemnation of peace treaty viola- 
tions to be extended.

N the Northern Parliament to-day, Mr, 
| J. Milné Barbour, Minister of Com- 
merce, in moving a - vote of .£20,569 
for administering the various services per- 
formed by the Ministry of Commerce during 
the financial year 1935-'36, said that. the 
increase of £452 was maiuly due to annual 
increments: ' 

Looking back over the past year, he felt 
that, while their expectations had not been 
fully realised, definite progress had been 
made towards: recovery. Their anxieties lay 
in the sphere of invernational trade. The 
growth of tariffs, quotas, exchange restric- 
tions, import licences and economic nationalism 
had proceeded without check and continued 
to thwart and impede the natural course 
of economic development. 

Signs of better times were not lacking in 
Northern ‘Treland. The estimated value of 
imports rose in 1934 by almost 10 per cent., 
and exports by almost 21 per cent. above 
the 1933 figtres. ‘ The average number of 
unemployed during 1934 decreased by 8.7 
per cent. from the average for 1933, and, 
like the figure for the, United Kingdom, was 
the lowest figure since 19350. 


THE SHIPYARDS 


\ctivity in the shipyards in 1954 was 
creater tham in any year since 1930. : The 
tonnage of vessels: cleared at the port cf 
Belfast totalled almost. four million, the 
highest total in the history of the port. The 
tornage of goods exported and imported was 
the highest m the post-war years, and repre- 
sented almost three and a half million tons. 
These figures were in relation to the world 
position. There’ was no ground for com- 
placency, and they had still a long and 
arduous journey ,to. make before .returning 
to what could be regarded as a reasonable 
standard of prosperity. ' í 

Improvement in “the linen industry had 
been maintained. Exports of linen piece 
coods increased jm value by, about “á per cent. 
This increase was encouraging, having regard

to certain adverse factors to which he had 
referred. The slowness of demand in the 
United States — their largest market— 


accounted mainly for the smallness of the 
increase, while exchange restrictions and un- 
certainties arising out of currency devaluation 
continued to hamper business. The relative 
prosperity of the home market, which 
absorbed 45 per cent. of the production of 
the linen trade and improved conditions in 
British countries overseas, more than counter- 
balanced the decline in foreign trade. The 
average percentage of unemployed workers in 
the linen trade fell from 20 per cent, o 
insured workers in 1952 to 17 per cent, in 
1934.

MONEY-LENDING 
Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nat.) asked was 


there any real sign of trade recovery in 
Northern Ireland. He suggested that, there 
were no grounds for optimism. Shipbuilding 
was proSperous, he was glad to say. Money- 
lending also was prosperous, and he. sug- 
gested that the farmers were not prosperous. 

The tourist’ traffic’ im Northern Ireland 
would be increased if some of the restrictions 
were removed. 

Mr. D. Christie (U.) said that the Govern- 
ment should give a lead: to the people and 
use Ulster-made products. He-declared that 
when he ‘tried, to get the Government to use 
Ulster products he failed. 

The Minister of Commerce said that there 
were distinct signs of trade improvement.

The estimate for fisheries, harbours, rail- 
ways and commercial services totalled 
£24 286. 

The Minister of Commerce (Mr. Barbour), 
moving the estimate, said that it represented 
an increase of £4,131 over the amount voted 
last year. The estimate included £2,467 in 
respect of guaranteed dividends of the 
Clogher Valley railway, and represented 2 
per cent. per annum on the paid-up capital, 
and £3,140 represented a contribution in 
respect of the loss of working this railway. 


SLIGO-LEITRIM RAILWAY 


In September last representatives of the 
Sligo-Leitrim and Northern Counties Railway 
Company interviewed the Minister of 
Finance and himself and placed before them 
the financial position of the company. These 
representatives were supported by delegates 
of the Belfast Harbour Commissioners and 
the Londonderry Harbour Commissioners. 

‘Tt was explained,” he proceeded, “ that 
when the necessary ptovision for renewal of 
lines’ and rolling stock had been made the 
railway was being carried cn at a loss; that 
the holders of the “A.”’ and ‘‘B” Debentures, 
haying consented to take only one per cent. 
iiterest on their holdings for the years 1955 
and 1934, were unlikely to be prepared to 
renew this arrangement for a further period 
without some guarantee for th continued 
payment of this reduced rate of interest, 
and that unless, over and above this, some 
assistance was forthcoming the company 
would be ferced to close the lines. After 
paying one per cent. Debenture interest, and 
making: the usual provision of £5,500 for 
renewals, the total debit balance at the end 
of the year 1933 was £9,593, and at the end 
of 1934 this. debit balance had increased to 
£13,989. si : 

“The Sligo-Leitrim and Northern Counties 
Railway connects Sligo with Enniskillen, and 
is an important link for traffic passing 
between the ports of Belfast and London- 
derry, and the counties of Sligo, Leitrim, Ros- 
common and Mayo.

‘Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist) criticised 
the grant of £5,607 by thé Government to 
the Clogher Valley Railway, and remarked | 
that while shareholders of other railways all 
over.the country were getting 1 per cent, 
dividend or no dividend at all, the share: 
holders in this railway were being guaranteed 
a dividend of 5 per cerit.

THREE-YEAR GRANT 


‘“ Accordingly, after careful consideration 
of all the factors, the Government has 
decided to make a grant of £2,500 per annum 
for a period of three years to the company 
as from January 1 last. The three-year 
period is proposed as giving a reasonable 
tune for the question to determined, 
whether the railway can continue to operate. 
The grant is made on the clear understanding 
that the “A” and “B”' Debenture holders 
will continue to accept during the period of 


annum, and that it will not form a 
precedent for any continuance of the grant. 
After the end of the three-year period, what- 
ever may be the financial position of the 
company, and that if the railway returns 
during the three-year period show any sub- 
stantial improvement, the Government. will 
consider itself at liberty to reduce the 
amount of the grant.” : 

The grant to the Lough Swilly Railway 
for the year was £1,667.

SOUTHERN RUMOURS 
OF SMUGGLING ,

Precautions are, it is said, being taken by 
the authorities to. prevent the smuggling of 
coutraband goods or of arms and ammunition 


into the South of Ireland along the coast. 
Small detachments ‘of Civie Guards, 
detectives and members of the Special 


Division of the Force are understood to be 
engaged in patrolling the ‘coastline, with 
the assistance of reinforcements at night- 
time. 

It was learned on inquiry to-day that many 
Sequestered inlets and small anchorages: in 
the area extending fromthe Old Head of 
Kinsale to Glandore: Harbour are thought to 
be objects of special vigilance. 

It is not known whether the authorities 
are in possession of information that leads 
them to suspect any activities of an un- 
lawful charaeter in this area, and they main- 
tain an attitude of strict reticence in con- 
nection with their activities, It is possible 
that they may entertain certain suspicions 
and desire to be in readiness for possible 
developments, or that they are testing the 
authenticity of recent rumours concerning 
gun-running that is said to have taken place 
in the neighhourhood of Rosscarberv. 

They had nothing*to say at the local Garda 
station this afternoon when the subject of 
coast patrolling was mentioned.

SIR H. SAMUEL'S

IR HERBERT SAMUEL, in a broad- 
S cast criticism of the Budget last night, 
said that the small changes in it were 
trivial In comparison with the needs of our 


“That,” he said, “is why we feel bound 
to rank ourselves as critics, rather than as 
supporters, of this Budget, and the general 
pelicy on which it.is based. 

** The. Government have taken no initia- 
tive in trying Ao stabilise the values oí the 
world’s currencies, and, so far, they have. 
obstinately used to adopt the policy of 
national development.” 

For every hundred workers ‘ unemployed 
when the last Budget was introduced there 
were n‘nety-eight unemployed now. Our 
exports went up by £30,000.000 last year; 
but in the first three years of the great 
world ession ‘they went down, not by 
£30,000,000, but by £364,000,000, so that 
we had only made up one-twelfth in value 
of what we lost. 

“ Our quarrel with the Government is that 
they never have—and do not now—take this 
position seriously enough. They saunter 
along, doing little things here and there, but 
make no powerful, sustained, organised effort 
to find remedies.’’ Mr. Chamberlain's Budget 
had found the money for continuing the beet 
sugar subsidy and a number of other subsi- 
dies as well. Pleasant as it was to distribute 
this assistance, it had all got to be paid for. 
A larger policy of national development 
was essential along the general lines. which 
Mr. Se ip George and the Liberal Party as 
well had been ac ting for years past. .

National Teacher, President, Waterford 
Workers’ Council, at‘ a ‘meeting held “last 
night, said .that the past year has been full 
of anxiety for the workers and their families. 
The cost of living remainea high, and wages 
were low. .On that account the standard of 
living remained at a low ebb. 

Everyone was agreed that abuses had grown 


| up in the capitalistic system, but outside the 


ranks of the workers few concrete proposals 
were heard by: way of providing a remedy. 
In factories a just propoction should exist 
between the amount of capita! involved and 
the amount distributed in wages. 

When any legislation ‘was passed assisting 
any branch of industry, due regard should 
be paid to those who laboured in that in- 
dustry, . especially, in rural districts; and, 
where guaranteed: prices are given for pro- 
duce, a guaranteed wage should be men's to 
the labourers. 

In regard to capital, they regretted that 
there was not more control exercised by the 
State. The monetary system was at present 
controlled by outside influences, and on that 
account was not in harmony with the desires 
of the peonle. y were not concerned 
with the efficient working of the banks, or 
their solvency; but they were vitally con- 
cerned with the effect of the system on the 
welfare of the masses. 

They earnestly urged that all tendencies 
towards usury should be drastically checked. 
Most of the people’s energy was wasted in 
providing exhorbitant imterést on capital 
invested in banks and State loans. fans 
should be made more easily available for 
those engaged in useful g, Interest on 
the loans based on the necessity of the people 
in housing, clothing, food, .etc., should be 
reduced to a minimom. If the banking 
system was not changed, to meet the chang- 
ing circumstances in -which ‘they lived, then 
the Banking Commission, willbe a failure.

Lydia Stahl, the 48-year-old Russian 
woman, who was alleged to have acted on 
behalf of the Soviets, was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment. 

The same penalty was imposed on 
Colonel Dumoulin, another of the accused. 

The young American couple, Mr. Robert 
Switz and his wife, Margaret, were found 
guilty, but ordered to be released. They 
benefit by a provision of the code .y 
which those giving information leadix = 
to the arrest in an espionage conspiracy 
may have the clemency of the court. 

The judge was heard in silence as he 
read the sentences in a quiet, clear voice. 
When he came 1; the sentence on Colonel 
Dumoulin, however, there was a heart- 
rending scream in the court from a hand- 
some, well-dressed woman.

RUSSIAN WOMAN PRISONER 


Lydia Stahl was self-possessed as usual.

In the other case of Professor Lierre 
Louis’ Martin, formerly employed in the 
code room of the Ministry of Marine, 
judgment was deferred, as accused refused 
to plead. He will be tried later separately 
in accordance with French procedure. 

Albert Aubry, a French explosives ex- 
pert, was sentenced'to five years’ imprison- 
ment and a fine bí 2,000 francs. 


Two otha worlen—Madeleine Mermet 
and Chana. Salman—received terms! of 
three years’ imprisonment, the latter with 
a. fine of 1,000 francs. 

Chana’s husband, Moise Salman, . was 
acquitted on the ground that he was un- 
awate of his wife’s activities. 

Marie Schul, alias Marie Louise Martin, 
who was sentenced in 1934 in Finland to 
ten years” hard labour, and is now im- 
prisoned in that country, was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment.
